BELGRADE, June 18.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] It was officially stated this 
afternoon that the pariiamentary 
deputation which ia to meet the King 
will tbe tomorrow for Geneva, and 
will ‘return with him no. later than 
June 25. The Skupshtina will then be 
dissolved, and another one wil! be lected 
under the modified constitution.

PREROGATIVES CURTAILED.

BELGRADE, June 18.—It is un- 
derstood that the chief modifications 
in the constitution of 1888 deal with the 
curtailment of the King’s prerogatives, 
but His Majesty will still remain chief 
of the army. There will be only one 
chamber, having a proportional repre- 
sentation of the various parties. The 
Constitution altogether will be very 
liberal, and the changes made are im-

WASHINGTON, June 18.—[(Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Acting on the suggestion 
of inspectors who have been working 
in the division of salaries and allow- 
ances, Postmaster-General Payne has 
taken steps to annul contracts for 
supplies made by George W. Beavers 
of Brooklyn while the latter was head 
of that division. 

Notice has been served on all con- 
tractors who are furnishing posta! serv- 
ice with supplies of various kinds 
under agreements made with Beavers 
that the government reserves the right 
to cancel these contracts July 1. This 
action Was taken as a measure of pre- 
caution, and in order to safegua the 
government's interests.

tracts; that is, they run from one 
year to another, usually beginning 
with July 1.

HICH IS THE “SCAB?” 


non-union men who take places va- 
cated by unionists when the latter go 
out on a strike. This term is familiar 
to everybody. It has been made so 
by frequent repetition, from one end 
of the country to the other, whenever 
and wherever there are labor trou- 
bles—which, of course, means. every- 
where. The term “scab” is perhaps 
the most frequently used of any in 
the elegant vocabulary of trade-union 
opprobrium. Representative  trade- 
unionists have stated that the so-called 
“scab” is held by the members of 
unions to be. lower down in the scale 
of respectability and decency than the 
thief, the murderer, or any class of 
criminals; to be, in -point of fact, a 
person wholly unworthy of considera- 
tion, whom it is the privilege and the 
duty of all good unionists to insult, 
impose upon, maim, and even to kill, 
if he presumes to stand in the way of 
the carrying out of union schemes of 
conquest. 
Let us consider this matter. First 
of all, who and what is this person 
whom the trade-unionist so vilifies and 


same right to work and to enjoy the 
fruits of his labor as is enjoyed by the 
unionist. He is generally a better man, 
in all the essential tests of manhood 
and good citizenship, than the ‘men 
who traduce and persecute him. And 
what is his offense? He takes work 
which the striker has refused to per- 
form. In doing this he ates no 
law. He has a perfect right, legal and 
moral, to take the place vacated by 
the striker, for the latter has volun- 
tarily left his employment, and the po- 
sition is vacant. The so-called “scab” 
does not seek to drive the unionist out 


of his job. He employs no under- 
handed tricks to get the work 
which the striker refuses to per- 


form. He merely takes work offered 
to him by an employer, if the wages 
and terms of employment are mu- 
tually satisfactory. Is there anything 
dishonorable in this? Is there any- 
thing in the act to warrant the appli- 
cation of opprobrious epithets, or the 
ise of personal violence? Is there 
anything to warrant the commission of 
the crime of murder? Is there any 
reason for regarding the man as an 
outcast and a criminal? é 


If it is so great an offense for one 
man to take the place of another, how 
about the trade-unionist, who not only 
does not hesitate to take the place of 
a non-union man when he can get it, 
but who actually enters into all sorts 
‘of plots to drive the non-unien man 
out of employment in order that he 
may get his position away from him? 
As a matter of fact, one of the prin- 
cipal objects of trade-union organiza- 
tions is to drive other men out of em- 
ployment in order that the members 
of the unions may get the positions thus 
forcibly made vacant, and so gain a 
monopoly of all the work to be per- 
formed, at wages fixed by themselves. It 
isa part of the trade-unionist’s indus- 
trial religion to get work away from 
men who are not members of his secret, 
proscriptive organization; not merely 
to take work which other men refuse 
to pgrform, but to employ intimidation 
and actual violence for the purpose of 
driving men out of work in order that 
he may take their places. 

Which. is more deserving of the np- 
probrious epithet of “scab,” the man 
who merely takes the place of a man 
who has voluntarily quit work, or the 
one whq employs violence to drive 
another out of work, and takes his 
piace after having done so?

SECRETARY MELICK CONFIRMS 
THE RECENT DISCLOSURES. 


His Semi-official Report is in Line 
With What Has Been Unofficially 
Published—Reorganization of Manage- 
ment of the Home Recommended. 


Hon. Walter S. Melick, secretary of 
the State Board of Examiners, has 
finished his inspection of the McRin- 
ley Industrial Home, and in his paper, 
the Pasadena News, makes a = semi- 
official report of his findings, which 
are in line with the recent disclosures 
made by The Times. After praising 
the satisfactory condition in which he 
found the buildings, furnishings, feod, 
ete., and the good care generally 
given the boys, Mr, Melick proceeds: 

“This McKinley Home was opened 
on January 7, 1903. Philanthropic peo- 
ple subscribed the money with which 
(to acquire this superb property. Pre- 
vious to this the boys’ home had been 
located at Artesia. Dr. Uriah Gregory 
has been the leading spirit in building 
up this institution. He is an old gen- 
tleman. I do not know him myself, 
but he has hosts of ardent friends 
who assert that his work in the lines 
of philanthropy are along lines of high- 
est standards. Dr. Gregory, however, 
is charged with having falsified the 
records and gotten aid from the State 
for the boys last year that the home 
was not entitled to. 
“As with other institutions, the chil- 
dren were called together and exam- 
ined. They marched into the school 
room about 6 o'clock. There are fifty- 
four boys in the home. As I called 
the roll each boy arose, told his name, 
where he was born, his age, which of 
his parents is dead, etc. Every boy 
= put through a thorough question- 
ng. 
“So far as age and orphanage were 
concerned, the records were correct 
with one or perhaps two exceptions. 
In the one case, that of Harold Wil- 
liams, $37.50 was drawn from the 
State on the supposition that the 
boy's father is dead. But both parents 
are alive. In this matter The Times’ ar- 
ticle is correct; on the other hand, Dr. 
Gregory notified the State Board of 
Examiners by letter of the error on 
June 7, when it was called to his at- 
tention, 

“In the other possible error a Span- 
ish boy says he is 15 years of age, 
but the record of his birth is as yet 
uncertain. 

“Regarding other matters about the 
purchase and sale of preperty at Ar- 
tesia, the State has nothing to do with, 
and I did not inquire. In the build- 
ing of orphans’ homes, private parties 
form the association, elect directors 
and acquire money. The State only 
has to do with furnishing money for 
maintenance of these orphans and in 
seeing that it is properly spent. 

“Now as a result of my visit and in- 
vestigations what would I recommend 
for the McKinley Home management? 
Well, here is what I unofficially think: 
“(1.) There should be a reorganiga- 
tion and getting together all 
parties concerned. No institution can 
thrive where there is not harmony in 
the management. ae 
“(2.) A superintendent competent to 
run the farm and to manage the boys 
is a prime necessity. Having selected 
the superintendent, no board or mem- 
ber ought to deal with any employé or 
boy except through the superintendent. 
To ‘but in’ in the slightest degree upon 
the work of the superintendent ts to 
upset discipline. Let the boys. know 
that the board and contributors have 
the same respect and confidence in the 
superintendent as is expected of them. 

‘(3.) Be most vigilant and watchful 
over the boys at all times. Keep them 
healthfully busy. To display too much 
confidence in boys in an institution is 
to Invite the spread of secret vicious 
vices. 

"(4.) Change those outdoor unsani- 
tary closets. Plant more fruit trees. 
Strictly hold to order and system about 
the barns, sheds and houses as we!! 
as in the house. 

“(5.) Remember at all times that the 
main object is the betterment of ‘life 
and that within those half hundred 
boys dwell limitless possibilities and 
power. Those who would hamper the 
future of this institution by harping on 
alleged personal grievances or individ- 
ual prejudices are enemies of society. 
This McKinley Home for Boys is a 
noble institution and should be sup- 
ported in every way possible.” 


REMARKS. 


(1.) It will be seen from the above 
that The Times was correctly informed 
in regard to the illegal drawing of 
State aid for the support of inmates 
of the home, and that “Dr. Gregory 
notified the State Board of Examiners 
by letter of the error on June 7, when 
it was called to his attention,” that is 
one day after a representative of The 
Times visited the McKinley Home for 
the purpose of investigating the rumor 
that the orphans’ roll was stuffed.

NEW GAME LAW. 
MORGAN WILL ENFORCE IT, 
Since the passage of the odious .ounty 
ordinance shdrtening the dove season, lo- 
ca! sportsmen have repeatedly expressed 
their determination to sioot the birds 
on July 1, when the State law opens, 
and at least a dozen well-known sports- 
men have decided on open disregard 
of the law. Among th emore conservae- 
tive sportsmen, such action is regarded® 
with some disfavor. At least one shooter 
has determined to court arrest on the 
opening day for the purpose of test- 
ing the law, and this, too, is generally 
regretted by. game protectionists, Lo- 
cally, th eboard has brought the legal- 
tiy of county game ordinances to a 
well-defined issue, and a case is already 
being prepared by a local attorney and 
a director of the Game and Fish Pro- 

tective Association. 

There have been some rumors among 
the shooters that W. B. Morgan, the 
game warden, did not intend to enforce 
the new dove ordinance. Mr. Morgan 
set these at rest yesterday by emphat- 
ically stating that he as an officer would 
be In duty Dound to enforce it so far as 
lies in his power. 

The local protective association has 
decided to have nothing to do with the 
recent ordinance, and will not support 
it at all. Officers and directors of the 
organizaion assured the Supervisors 
that the law was not necessary, and feel 
that the board delivered a distinct slap 
in not considering the recommendations 
made by the body of $00 sportsmen 
which composes the association's mem- 
bership.

DID HE DOPE 


AND DEFRAUD?) 


Sei Pompeily in City Jail, 
Heid as Suspect. 


Believed to Have Starved a 


Woman to Sign Deeds. 
| 
Mrs. Mary Sands of Humboldt 
County cAlleged ‘Victim 
of Hard Deal. 


Sel. Pompelly is a prisoner in the 
City Jail, and, if the detectives who 
arrested him are correct in their sus- 
picions, he may be behind the bars for 
a long time to come. There is no 
specific charge against him as yet, but 
his arrest was the result of an alleged 
attempt on the part of Pompelly and 
others to defraud a woman out of her 
property. 

The case is so complicated that it 
may result in the discharge of the pris- 
oner, but civil suits will follow, which 
may result In disclosures of a very 
Sensational nature. 

Pompelly was arrested several days 
ago On suspicion by Detectives Baker 
and Henderson, and has been held in 
jail pending their investigations. It 
is alleged that by starving and doping 
Mrs. Mary 8B. Sands of Humboldt 
county, he induced her to sign deeds 
transferring, for a small sum, prop- 
erty worth several thousand dollars. 

Mrs. Sands was thé owner of three 
lots in Ferndale, Humboldt county, 
for which she paid $1800, and on which 
improvements were put making the 
value easily $3000. While in Eureka, 
that county, Mrs. Sands became ii! 
and started to Arizona, hoping to 
benefit her health. She was accom- 
panied by Pompelly, and when they 
arrived here, the condition of the 
woman was such that it was necessary 
to take her to a rooming-house, she 
not being able to continue on her 
journey. ‘Pompelly took her to the 
Parker House on East Fifth street, 
where he registered as man and wife. 
The woman's condition was such that 
she does not remember where she was 
taken. She has relatives in Los An- 
geles, her mother being a boarder at 
the house of Mrs. Blank, No. 519 West 
street. 

o ese relatives Pompelly app! 
telling them that Mrs. 
Seattle, and that she was lying at the 
point of death. During the conversation 
he mentioned the number of the Par- 
ker House, and there the detectives who 
were called by the relatives of the 
woman found her. It was evident that 
she had been not oni drugged, but 
starved, and she could not remember 
where she had been or what had been 
done with her. She remembered, she 
said, of baving taken her to 
a bank where s papers, but 
a not know. It 
was learned subsequently that her sig- 
natures Were to deeds to ther property, 
in which she agreed to sell for $400 
property which was worth several 
thousand dwilars, and these deeds were 
made through Pompelly to a certain 
Judge Smith of Humboldt county. The 
mother of Mrs. Sands, after having 
found her, took her to a place where 
she could receive proper attention. Dr. 
Pepper was called and he stated that 
instead of going to Arizona for her 
health, the woman needed only nour- 
ishing food. 

The detectives found the notary be- 
fore whom tne deeds had been signed. 
and he told them that the woman had 
fainted as soon as her signature had 
ben affixed. He did not then suspect 
anything wrong, but when told of what 
Pomelly had had to de with the mat- 
ter, he remembered that he had assist- 
ed the woman in signing the papers. 

The officers here do hot know who 
Judge Smith of Humboldt county is, but 
they are making an investigation. Pom- 
pelly was arrested on the strength of 
the information given by relatives of 
the woman, who stated as soon as she 
was restored to a normal condition that 
she had been slowly poisoned. 

The officers take no stock in the 
poison story, but they will endeavor to 
ascertain the circumstances undet 
which the woman deeded to Smith her 
property for a sum about one-tenth of 
the real value. Meantime no specific 
charge has been placed against Pom- 
elly, who appears to have been acting 
as agent for some other person. 

last night it was learned that Pom- 
elly, im reporting the matter to the 
relatives of the woman, stated that she 
was dead, and that she had left him her 
property. When confronted by the per- 
sons to whom he told this story he 
denied it. Tae detectives believe they 
ean fasten upon him at least a charge 
of havirg been accessory to an attempt 
to defraud the woman.

_ ASSASELN-—STAMPEDED KANSAS LEGIS. 
LATURE—STORY OF BOOTH’S FLIGHT. 
CAPTURE AND DEATH.

Tine somewhere, it is presumed, who 
, might like to throw some light on 
the death of John Wilkes Booth, the as- 
sassin of Lincoln, concerning whom a 
lot -of wonder tales have been floating 
around of iate. That man ts Boston 
Corbett, who shot Booth. People whose 
memories go back to those times do not 
take any stock in the reports that it 
Was another man who was killed, and 
that the real Wilkes Booth has been 
living these forty years under an as- 
®#umed name in (kiahoma, or some- 

- where in the Southwest. I myself have 
geen the grave in the Greenmount 
Cemetery, just outside of Baitimore, 
where Booth’s remains are buried, and 
have talked to relatives of the assassin, 
who were assuredly convinced that the 
body was what it purported to be. 

The first tale of this sort led to an ef- 
fort to find Boston ‘Corbett with the 
idea possibly that he might give testi- 
mony to dispose of such yarns. The 
United States Pension Office, too, has 
tried to locate Corbett. The govern- 

t has some back pension moncy 
which has never been collected, and 
which it would like to turn over to him. 
But all efforts to locate him have failed, 
He is supposed to be in Mexico; there 
were reports that he had been seen or 
beard from down there. But he keeps 
under cover. 

It was about two years ago, asI recall, 
that Corbett escaped from an asymm in 
Kaneas and eluded all pursuit. He had 
been taken out for air and exercise. 

with other patients, and sudaenly 
seized a horse which he found at hand, 
and galloped away. That was the last 
seen of him. 
ANDERSONVILLE PRAYING BAND. 

It was in Andersonville prison that \ 
first knew_Boston Corbett. We were both 
prisoners there, and he was, at that 
time, what we considered eccentric. 
But his queerness took a very char- 
itable and admirable form. He was 
one of what was known as the “pray- 
ing band.” There were about 30,000 
prisoners in Andersonville then, and 

‘they were dying at the rate of 150 or 
250 a day. The conditions were awful— 
too terrible for: detailed description. It 
was a long nightmare of disease and 
starvation, with few alleviating features. 
This “praying band” was made up of a 
few intensely religious prisoners, who 
went around ministering to the dying. 
They talked with the poor fellows in 
the last moments, took their messages, 
washed off as much of the filth as 
they could, and did what little they 
were able to to make death easier. 

It was while in Andersonville I heard 
how Corbett happened to be there. He 
was a hat finisher by trade, and no one 
knew his real name. He had, by his 
accounts, been rather wild in his youth, 
but had experienced religion while jour- 
neying in Boston, and had then taken 
the name of Boston Corbett. He was a 
zealous man and a crack shot. As his 
subsequent career showed, he was 
disposed to mix marksmanship with his 
religion. 

At the beginning of the war Corbett 
@niisted in the Federal Army, and it 
was while operating in the vicinity of 
Fairfax Courthouse that his command 
fell in with some:-of Mosby's men, the 
meeting resulting in a:sharp engage- 
ment. In the skirmish Corbett took up 
a position in a well, and after the 
others had retired he found himsey 
holding the fort alone abainst Mosby's 
men. His position was quite impreg- 
nable. Every time a head showed it- 
self within range he. fired at it, and, 
as he was a dead shot, he generaily 
landed his man. No one could get near 
him, and, if his ammunition had not 
run out he might have been there yet. 
But in time the firing ceased, and when 
the rebeis came up to the well they 
found Corbett seated calmly at the bot.. 
tim. chewing hard tack and bacon. So 
they yanked him out and sent him to 
Andersonville. 


SPED FATAL BULLET. 

In the course of time Corbett was ex- 
changed, and rejoined his regiment, 
and later it fell to his lot to be in the 
squad of the Sixteenth New York Cay- 
alry which rounded up Wilkes Booth 
on the Garrett farm. The assassin was 
armed, and was preparing to sell his 
life as nearly as possible, when Boston 
Corbett raised his carbine, and, without 
orders, shot Booth, the bullet striking 
the spinal cord at the base of the 
brain, the spot being almost identical 
in location with the wound which had 
killed the President. 

Theres was a reward on Booth’s head 
amounting to $175.000. This was divided 
between the thirty-three officers and 
privates who had participated in the 
capture, Corbett receiving the share of 
a@ sergeant, which was his rank. 

' After the war Corbett went to Kan- 
sds, and took up a homestead of 
ernment land and became a farmer. 
His claim was in Cloud county, 1 think. 
As a farmer he was not a distinct suc- 
cess, but as a reformer and ardent 
champion of the Sabbath he made quite 
a reputation. His methods for impress- 
ing people with his eonvictions were 
such as to challenge respect, if nothing 
more, for he always carried his re- 
volver, and brought it into play when- 
ever he felt disposed. There was one 
eceasion, I recall, when he lodged an 
effective protest against Sunday pic- 
nics. The merrymakers had congre- 
gated in a greve near his house, when 
this militant champion of a different 
observance of the Sabbath appeared ‘n 
their midst and proceeded to send bul- 
lets in various directions. He did not 
slay anybody, but placed his shots near 
enough to vital points to show that he 
could take more effective measures if 
occasion required. That ended Sunday 
picnics in his vicinity. — 
Corbett worked up quite a reputation 
for himself as a pistol shot while pur-

suing the peaceful calling of agricul- 
turist.

“WINGED” KANSAS SOLON. 
As he grew older Corbett became 
more and more quick on the trigger. 
—Finally he got to be a terror to the 
community, and the culmination came 
when he ‘shot up” the Kansas ‘ecis- 
lature. That was long about 1885. 
Some of the comrades had been rather 
mistakenly zealous in his behalf, and 
had secured a position for him as as- 
sistant sergeant-at-arms of the Legis- 
lature. He had little to do in this office 
except to be around during sessions, 
and all went well until some member 
said something in a speech which of- 
fended Corbett's religious sensibilities. 


It was a speech, I think, on a ®un- 
day-ciosing law for saloons, or some- 
thing of the sort. However, ‘‘orbett

Then Col. Conger called on Booth and 
Herold to come out. they did 
not respond young Garrett was sent 
in to bring them out. The latter soon 
reappeared, followed by the curses of 
Booth, who denounced him for a traitor. 
Again Conger Summoned him; but the 
only reply of Booth was a challenge. 
Booth called out that he was a crip- 
ple, but if Conger would pull off his 
soldiers a hundred yards, he would 
come out and give him a fight for it. 
Conger replied, very properly, that he- 
had not come to fight him, but to take 
him, and advised him to yield with- 
out resistance. By this time Herold 
had weakened, and announced his 
willingness to give himself up. Booth 
allowed his comrade to come out, but 
would not let him take any arms or 
ammunition. There was some further 
parley, during which Col. Conger man- 
aged to get near enough to the barn 
to throw in a lighted rope of hay. 
This quickly set fire to the barn, and 
through the door and cracks those 
standing outside in the darkness caught 
sight of Booth Standing with a carbine 
in each hand, ready, apparently, to sell 
his life as dearly as possible It is said 


fire; but whether he had or not, he 
did not get time.to discharge it. It 
was at that moment that Boston Cor- 
bett, with his light trigger and true 
aim, landed the fatal bullet. 

The soldiers dashed in and dragged 
Booth to the porch of the yarrett 
house. He lived about two hours, at 
some moments seemingly partly con- 
scious. His last words were some- 
thing about it being useless, 

BODY FULLY IDENTIFIED. 
Prom the Garrett house Booth’s re- 
mains were taken to Belleplain, and 
were placed on board the monitor 
Montauk, which caried them to Wash- 
ington. In this city they were placed 
on view for several days, andl were 
amply identified. Among others, Dr. 
May, a prominent physician, 
who had performed an operation on 
him, idemtified Booth. Two years pre- 


viously he had cut a tumor from 
Booth’s neck, and he identified the 
scar. Also Booth’s name was tat- 


tooed on his arm in India ink.’ If any 
further identification were needed 
there was his diary and papers found 
on him. In the diary he told of his 
fight and of his reasons for commit- 
ting the deed. 
The remains were buried secretiy in 
the penitentiary arsenal. Only a very 
few men were cognizant of the place, 
and they were sworn to secrecy. His 
first resting place was benecth the floor 
of a room in which ammunition was 
kept stored. The ammunition was re- 
moved and a sione was taken up, and 
after the body was buried all was re- 
placed. 
In 1869 President Johnson gave per- 
mission to Edwin Booth to have the 
remains transferred to Greenmount 
Cemetery at Baltimore, where they 
are buried in the family lot.

This latter reason is suggested in a 
special from Parral, which says that ‘t 
has leaked out that the “smelter trust” 
recently made overtures to the Torreon 
smelter to divide tonnage in certain 
districts. The immediate result wil! 
probably be the closing down of a few 
of the low-grade mines that have been 
shipping at a profit under the low rates, 


but Parral mining men are not worrie. | 


They say the mills will now start up, 
and already there is talk of a combi- 


‘mation of the mining men to build a 


smelter in the camp. They argue that 
the freighting of fuel and the necessary 
fluxes would be less expensive than 
that of the immense ore tonnage being 
sent out of the camp. 

Parral mining men are an “inde- 
pendent lot.” and theroughly able to 
build any sized smelter they desire, and 
it would take very little pressure just 
now to cause them to act. .

FIRST FINSEN RAY. 
Violet Light Apparatus Used in Los 
Angeles on Case of Skin Cancer—It 
Destroys Bacteria. 

The only Finsen light apparatus 
ever brought to the Pacifis Coas', is 
owned by Dr. «*: E. Stoner. Experi- 
ments: were made with the machine 
yesterday afternoon at Dr. &Stoner's 
offices, No. 222% North Main~street, 
eon a case of skin cancer. The can- 
cer is less than half an inch across, 
but the rays from the Finsen wma- 
chine are gradually reducing its size 
and drying it up. 

The apparatus is a small one, but 
suffices to show the worth of  Fin- 
sen's great discovery, described in a 
Paris cablegram to The Times a few 
days ago. The light i* supplied from 
an incandescent connection, the power 
of the machine being fifteen amperes, 
The principle discovered Ny Dr. Fin- 
sen is that violet rays of lignt are 
a germicide for lupus, Which is 
tuberqulosis of the skin, and those 
stages’ of cancer where the rays may 


penetrate to a depth sufficient. to 
destroy the bacteria. 

Originally the electric-light rays 
were passed through violet water, and 
by ihis crude method Ir. Finsen 
effected remarkable cures. In all 


the machine. turned out now, the v:o- 
wet ray is produced by rock crystal 
ienses. which allow the passage of 
only the violet and the ultra-violet 
lights. 

Dr. Stoner's apparatus consiste of 
an upright steel rod, to which is ai- 
the simple. mechanism. The 
rock ecryetal liens, which is an inch 
across, is fitted in the center of a 
radiator, much like an ordinary iamp 
radiator. Paralle! to the crystal) is 
a piece of glass, and between 
water is kept running. in order to coo) 
the rays. 
part to he 
being ued. 

Dr. Stoners apparatus cost only 
$125. Soine of those in use in New 
York. London and’ Paris are large and 
of intricate mechanism, and cost 
the thousands.

ROTESTING AGAINST 
SUNSET BOULEVARD. 


THE STREET TO PLAZA 
HAS OPPOSITION. 


Owners of Property in Business Center 
Think Assessment District too Small. 
Residents on Street Accuse Railway 
Company of Unfairness. 


The cherished project for a wide, 
well-surfaced boulevard from the Plaza 
to Hollywood may fail through the ob- 
jections of property owners in the as- 
sessment district for the opening and 
widening of Sunset boulevard. 

Voluminous protests signed by many 
of the principal owners of property in 
the business section as well as by those 
whose holdings front on the proposed 
boulevard were filed with the City 
Clerk late yesterday afternoon. 

There are thousands of feet of front- 
age represented on these protests, but 
‘it will be impossible to tell whether the 
protest is sufficient to stay proceedings 
until the City Engineer has made the 
required estimates. 

The assessment district includes the 
entire business section as far south as 
‘Third street, and embraces pfoperty 
on Los Angeles, Main, Spring and 
Broadway, as weil as a_vyery large sec- 
tion of territory on each side of the 
proposed improvement for its entire 
length. It was the understanding be- 
tween the property owners and the for- 
mer Council! that the larger proportion 
of the expense of the opening and 
widening should be borne by the down- 
town business section. It was argued 
that the chief benefits would accrue to 
the merchants, 

Beginning just north of the old Plaza 
Church, the boulevard as proposed cuts 

h a portion of Sonoratown to a 
connection with what is commonly 
known as Bellevue avenue. The boule- 
vard then follows the direction of the 
avenue to a junction with the old lines 
of Sunset boulévard at Marion etreet. 
Throughout its length the street as 
planned is to be 100 feet wide.

“First—The so-called improvement is 
not a public necessity. 

“BSecond—The so-called improvement 
is not needed by any large number of 
citizens of the cify of Los Angeles. 

“Third—The damages will be great 
and irreparable to the owners of the 
property fronting on each side of Sun- 
set boulevard. | 

“Fourth-—The benefits that will be de- 
rived from the opening and widening 
of Sunset boulevard and not anywhere 
equal the damages done should said 
street be opened and widened. 

“Fifth—The street car company own- 
ing and operating the car line on said 
Sunset boulevard is the only corpora- 
tion or person who is pushing or desir- 
ing that said street be opened and wid- 
ened, outside of a few real estate spec- 
ulators. 

“Sixth—that said street is sufficiently 
wide at the present time, and does not 
need to be opened any further.” 

George T. Fallis seems to believe that 
the Los Angeles-Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is responsible for ali the ills to 
which he is heir, and his views are in- 
dorsed by seventy other property own- 
ers along the line of the proposed boule- 
vard. The protest is written with a 
pen and worded as follows: 

“Whereas, it is understood that the 
owners of the Santa Monica electric car 
line; and other parties having lands or 
other “interests, in or adjacent to the 
northwestern part of this city have 
combined to promote a scheme osten- 
sibly for the public good: but evidently 
to further their own financial interests,

FELLOW COOKED 
ALIVE IN STEAM. 


- | 
FATAL ACCIDENT ON BIG DREDGER 
AT SAN PEDRO. » 


George Conklin, a Young Engineer 
Lately from Oakland, Caught in 
Torrid Flow from Hot Boilers. 
Lingered Two Hours in’ Terribie 
Agony. 


SAN PEDRO, June 18.—George Conk- 
lin, & young man employed as assist- 
ant engineer aboard the large suction 
dredger Olympian, which is engaged 
in deepening the entrance channel of 
the San Pedro inner harbor, was lit- 
erally cooked alive shortly before 10 
o'clock this morning by the explosion 
of a tube in one of the boilers.of the 
huge machine. From head to feet his 
flesh was perfectly raw, and the great 
force of steam that poured into his 
face completely cooked his eyes and 
tongue, while an examination showed 
that his lungs were also roasted. The 
ill-fated youth died after writhing in 
unconsciousness for two and a half 
hours, 

Conklin was inspecting the boilers 
When the fearful accident occurred. 
Superintendent F. H. Gridley had given 
orders to suspend work for a few days, 
pending an examination of the boilers 
and the installation of several new 
tubes. Accordingly, the boilers were 
being cooled off, and there was very 
little steam left in them when Conkiin 
began his inspection. He seated hini- 
self directly in front of the boiler, 
opened the furnace door and, com- 
menced to test the old tubes by turn- 
ing on the water and oil at the same 
time. While this was going on the 
tubes began to warm up again, and 
suddenly the end of one of taem blew 
out, striking him in the face with ter- 
rific force. Following this, a great 
Stream of steam enwrapped him, ren- 
dering him unconscious and in a help- 
less condition. 

Superintendent Gridley was the first 
to reach Conklin after the accident 
happened. In describing the tragedy, 
he said: “I was in the engine-room, 
when suddenly I heard a terrific noise 
in the boiler-room, which resembled an 
explosion with great force. I rushed 
Into the botler-room and found young 
Conklin lying on the floor all doubled 
up. The steam that rushed into nis 
face had aimost completely cooked 
his eyes and tongue, while his entire 
body was one mass of raw flesh. I 
tried to take hold of him several 
times, but his clothing was so intensely 
heated that my hands began to blister. 
Finally, | managed to get a good hold 
on his trousers, and succe*ded in drat- 
ging him into the engine-room, where 
evervthing possible was done for his 
relief. A physician was summoned im- 
mediately, and Conklin was removed 
to my office in the old bank building on 
Beacon street.” 

Drs. Weldon and Reynolds, who at- 
tended Conklin, say that he could not 
possibly have recovered from his in- 
juries. as he was so badly scalded that 
even his lungs were roasted. ‘He lived 
nearly two hours and a half. during 
which time he suffered beyond descrip- 
tion. 

Conklin was 24 years of age. He 
ename here from Oakland about five 
months ago, and secured employment 
on the dredger. He has a mother and 
stepfather and several other relatives 
living in Oakland. and they have all 
been notified of his death.
